When Man o’ War w'on the Miller Stakes at 
Saratoga last Satrtrda.v Mr. Riddle’s remarkable 
horse increased his winnings on tlie turf to $131.- 
".30. As a two-year-old Man o’ War won $82,82.3, 
starting in nine races and winning eight of them, 
his only defeat tieing when Upset beat him in the 
Sanford Memorial Stakes August 13 last year, H«* 
made bis three -year -old debut by an impressive 
victory in the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico, worth 
$23.(MK> to the winner, and has continued his tri- 
umphal march without meetiug n reverse to date. 
Thus far this year he has won .$48,92,3, and with 
nian.v rich engagements to come there is no t«dl- 
Iiig how much more he will add to that total lie- 
fore he is sent into winter quarters.

FRED FOSTER PASSES AWAY 



Widely Known Western Turfman Dies in 
St. Paul— Owned Dr, Rice and Other 
Famous Horses. 



Fred Foster is dead. He had boon in ]>oor 
health for some years and died at St. Paul. August 
4. from brain fever. No turfman was better known 
in the days when racing flourished at Uhicago, St. 
Louis and St. Paul. Ho owned many excellent race 
horses and made his pn*seiKc felt on the tracks of 
New’ 3’ork, San Francisco and New Orleans, as well 
as of those of the middle west. Many are still living 
who well rememlier the exploits <»f Dr. Rice. Yellow 
Tail. Abuse. Sulross, Dr. Slieppard. Poseur, Counter 
Tenor, Sir Walter Raleigh and many others Iiard 
to la*at in their prime and classes. 

Dr. Rice was the liest horse he ever owned and 
a good one he was. Ho was a chestnut son of 

^noiidagn — Bonnie I.ee. by (Jlengnrry. He won the 
Withers Stakes of 1893 for the elder August Bel- 
mont. For some reason Mr. Belmont disliked the 
colt ;ind sold him to Foster for $7.(KM) to the huge 
disgust of Belmont’s trainer, J. Hyland. Foster 
took liim to St. IxHiis, where that fall he declared 
to some friends that he would win the Brooklyn 
Handicap of 1894 with him. Ho w’as a true prophet 
and his colt did win that then great race in a 
glorious setto with the famous Henrv of Navarre. 
The race was worth $17..300 and, Foster having 
backed his horse liberally in the winter books, was 
credited with liaving wiMi leavil.y. 

Foster was an expert trainer in all of the depart- 
ments of the art. a master in placing his horses 
where they could win and in particular, a sagacious 
judge of the capacities of horses lielonging to his 
livals in racing. 



S.VRATOGA. N. Y., August 12.— Walter Winans. 
who died suddenly in England today, was a many- 
sided sfiortsman, but he was l)etter known as a 
horseman than as a devotee of an.v other* pastime. 
A member of a' distinguished family in Mar.vland 
and a cousin of the p.aintor Whistler, be bad re- 
sided in England for many years. He made pur- 
chases of lK)th tboroiigbbreds and. trotters from time 
to time in this country and had more than ordinary 
success ill his racing and trotting ventures. It was 
Mr. Winans who gave John E. Madden $73.IMK) for 
Sir Martin and Edward when the5’ were two-year- 
olds. It will be recalled that Sir Martin w’lis seem- 
ingl.v winning the Epsom Derby when be was thrown 
at Tattenham Corner. English critics agreed on 
that fM’casion that the American bred “w’oiild have 
eapturcfl the trophy hut for this mishap.” 

Mr. Winans also IsMight from Samuel C. Hildreth 
Dalmatian as a three-year-old, making the purchase 
through the well-known English expert Vivian 
Gooi’h, W’ho W’as in this country at the time, for a 
consideration of $40,000. Dalmatian was a good 
W’i liner in the Winans colors. He also owned and 
raced Vaiiitie. by Ogden. W’lilcli he also purchased 
from Mr. Madden. Mr. Winans w’as successful w’itb 
the many trotters which he took to England. Among 
the best known of his achievements was the captur- 
ing of niiineroiis prizes with the docked pony trotter 
Little Tobe, a stallion with an extremely fast record 
and briHl on the eastern shores of Maryland. 

His show horses scored everywhere and he was 
fond of driving them at the various exhibitions him- 
self. He also liked to take part in harness racing 
and it was w’hile. driving a trotter that he was 
seized with his fatal Illness. 

Mr. Winans was one of the world’s greatest ex- 
perts w’ith a revolver.

Then 
it is also planned to make it sixt.v da.vs. instead 
of thirt.v da.vs, that the elaimed hors** must reui.aiii 
tlie pro|N*rty of Ih** luirt.v securing the auiiiial, un- 
less In* is ill turn claim***!.

August 12.-^The Alabama 
Sjnk**s, inaugurated at this track in 1872 and 
serving annually as a test to **stablish the best 
three -.vear -old fill.v, was the canleil feature of 
today’s i>r*»gram. and its *!eeislon brought victory 
f*»r W. R. Coe’s ('’l**opatra. which Iisi Ethel Gray 
home in game style. E*lwipa following tlie pair, 
ami Marianne and Aftenusin a good distance hack. 
Th*'r«* were only five starters and the race had a 
net value to the winner of $7,273. 

It was Cleoimtra’s first start since her dis- 
astrous invasion of I.Matoni.i. where she succumbed 
iu the Ten Broeck Handicap, and also in the 
laitonia Oaks. In tlie latter raee she was beaten 
b.v Busy Signal in one of the greatest ra**ea ever 
taken part in b.v fillies in this eountr.v. Her 
absence from racing for :;ome time freshened Cleo- 
patra up consiih'rably, and the fact that she lias 
b**en going well in li*-r work was additional cause 
f*»r her niitstanding favoriti^m and solid hacking.

T’nder the heading. “A Distinguished American 
Horseman.” Wilf P. Pond in tlie August issue of 
The Spur pays tribute to the late William K. Van- 
derbilt, tlic following article, how’cver. iM'ing writ- 
ten nnd printed liefore tlm death of Mr. Vaiiderhilt: 

‘‘So much of the time of William K. Vanderbilt 
lias iM'eii s|MMit in France of recent .vears that it 
has net been genera ll.v rcalizfsl to w’hnt extent he 
has develo)N‘d abroad the interest in racing and 
breeding that originated in the Cnited States in 
liis limited venture with a few’ two-ycar-(dds b.v 
Ornament. In fact, it is not too miicli to say tliat 
he tmilt up in France tin* greatest thoronglibred 
establishment in the w’orid. regarding wiiich the 
late Schuyler L. Parsons leinarked afb*r visiting 
it; ‘Tnil.v, I never kaew there were .so nian.v 
thoroughbred liorscs in the world.’ Ilis tw’o-year- 
olds b.v Ornniiieiit did not make a strong mark on 
Amerii-an racing records. Yet it W'a.s on these 
fillies tli.it Mr. Vanderbilt’s colors wei’e first worn 
and the iMirhuisl.v distim-tive and attractive. ’Wlilte, 
w’itli one black band on sleeves, wliile cap’ intro- 
diiccil to tile racing world, fvr tliese arc tlie colors 
wliicli in later .vears were so frequently .seen in the 
van of the leading Frcncli turf events. 

“Buying maii.v Eiiglisii M.d French marcs. Mr. 
Vaiiderldlt also, in 1JH2. iarnght some splendid 
American sto< k from the Is.tt Janies R. Keene and 
sent tlu'se over to France to mate witli liis stal- 
lions. .\moiig the carefully selected ones w’ere 
Maskette. PiqH» Joan :iml (’ourt Dress b.v Disguise. 
Mogg’s Hill and Stepping Stone by Ren Brush, the 
ajitly named Earl.v ainl Often liy Voter and Mf>s- 
qiiito l;y ('omiuando. the latter representing tlie 
marvelous winning strain that Mr. Keene built 
along the sile line of Alann-Hini.var-Domino- 
Coniinaiido and all tlie 'est of tiiat glorious strain 
that traces on from Domino today. Tims w’ere 
blended several of the vi?ry best (’nited States lines 
witli tlic Frcncli stallhiis tliat dominated the 
Haras du Quesnay. near D'uuville, Iteaumont -En- 
-\iigc, stallions that, of conr.'C. mainly traced back 
to English bliKid in the initial breeding crystal, but 
were rendered Freuc-h by generation.s born in that 
country. 

‘‘Included among these stalrions were tlie great 
Mainteiion, by Lc Sagittaire — Marcia and Sea Sick, 
by Elf— Saf Saf. a w’inner in his day of tlie Fren<^h 
Derli.v and otiier notable races, while from America, 
some years earlier, went Halnia, by the great Han- 
over. sold to 5Ir. Vanderbilt by the Fleischinaiins, 
and w’liose son was Over Sight. 

CLOSE STUDENT OF BREEDING. 

‘‘A good liorseman and a close student of all 
breeding matters, Mr. Vanderbilt has not liaiidleil 
his vast interests in any dilettante fashion, but has 
given close personal attention, as is evidenced b.v 
entries in his ow’n liandw’riting in many of the pedi- 
gree lists of liis great establishment, marking tlie 
IK'riods wlien it has Ijeen necessiir.v to add late ad- 
ditions of tills or that family to the printe<l foniis 
from wliich. in due course, tlie newer prints are 
made. So it w’as not astonishing that lie, too, had 
his turf adventures of entertaining equine angels 
unawares. One of tliese was the goo«l race liorse 
Prestige, by Le Pomiion — Orgnilleuse, iHuiglit out of 
an auction list to be raced and not lose a race in 
liis sixteen starts, and yet after this scintillant rac- 
ing career be sold to sire for his new’ ow’ner tlie 
great Frtmch stake winner and sire, Sardanapale. 
Of such is the luck of racing and breeding. 

‘‘Wliile his colors were not seen on .\merican 
courses after liis first venture w’ith tlie Ornament 
fillies, Mr. Vanderbilt has liad a imicli greater in- 
terest in .American turf matters than is generally 
supiiosed, as for years, in fact from its ineeptiou to 
its closing, w’hen struck by ex -Governor llughes’ 
disastrous campaign against racing a dec.-idc or so 
ago. he w’lis tlie principal stockholder in the Coney 
Island Jockey (’lub and had also much to sa.v con- 
cerning matters of American racing that were not 
necessarily confined to tliat exceedingly iKipnlar and 
high-class racing organization. 

‘‘Some idea of w’liat American racing lost by his 
colors being carried in Fram-e and not in America 
may be gathered from tlie fact that for aliout ten 
.years he Iieaded the winning owner list of the 
F’reneh turf and tliat in one year, 1908. his w’innings 
aiiiouiited to over $262,815. and in 1906 the amount 
won W’as $245,980. These figures w’cre, of course, 
before the war, and it tliorefore may be eonfideiitl.v 
exi»ected that just as s«k*ii as things racing be- 
come nion‘ normal the Haras du Qpesna.v will 
again lie found at or near the head of the list. 

‘‘Fortunately the stallions and mares suffered 
very little inconvenience from the war and thus the 
iniineiise stud can lie speedily lirouglit back to its 
highest plane of activity. Although conditions have, 
of course, changed materially in all other cimiii- 
tries, and there is not tlie amount of liigh clas.s 
sto<*k tliat can lie bought that there was before 
the supply was s<* terribly diminished by the drain 
of tlie war and by tlio resultant inertia that af- 
I fected stud farms just as it affected ail other 
lines of production all over the world, tlie Haras 
du Quesnay is splendidly equipped to carry on all 
breeding operations with the stallions and mures 
that are still w’iUiin its fences, and, as the future 
can only be judged by tlie past, there is ever.v 
rational expectation that even the brightest rec- 
ords in the past history of his magnificently 
equipped breetling farm will eventually be dupli- 
cated or even siirpasM'd.”

$1.30,(HH). The Friar Rock juvenile, tliey point out, 
was practically a gift, being acquired as a wean- 
ling along with six mares and six foals by J, H. 
Rosseter wlien he purchased his sire from John E. 
Madden for $1(X).00(). Friar Rock alone was worth 
tills sum. is their view. 

Atop this, the refusal of Rnmuel D. Riddle to 
part with Man o’ War for any sum has caused an 
additional ripple among tiie ranks of England’s 
racing commentators. This and record prices which 
liuve obtaine<l in thoroughbred marts during the 
past year have drawn the ink from their i>ens. The 
purchase of Tracery. Negofol, Prince Palatine, Rock 
Sand and others for extraordinar.y figures have 
caused the dust to be shaken from Britain’s tnrf 
archives and bald facts to he linotyped once more 
in proof that the island’s rich racing history is not 
entirel.v barren of romance such as the successes 
of Inchcape and Man o’ War as racers, and Friar 
Rock as a sire, and the sales of the stallions 

abroad have proilncod, 

Englisii examples of odd Irorse prices in the past 
are many. Here are some of them with their 
figures, according to Iheir own records: 

Deadlock was purchased by Captain Machell for 
a paltry $9.3. Her son. Isinglass, captured the 
“Triple Crown,’’ won $283,000 in stakes, and 

eoiild, in his prime, have been sold for at least 
$1.30,000 — a return of .$434,90.3 for the original 

investment. 

Fifty dollars was the price paid for The Widow, 
which ran away with the (^’ambridgeshire and won 
$2(H).(MM) in bets for her owner. Ijord Exeter 

picked up for $900 that grand horse Stockwell, 
whose descendants won $:103.000 in stakes alone in 
a single year, and wlio was the sire of three Derby 
and sir St. Leger winners. 

GREAT NATIONAL WINNER FOR $175. 

Salamander, bought at a county fair for $17.3, 
made nearly a thousand times that amount for his 
owner, Mr. Studd, when he won the Grand Na- 
tional. St. Gatien, purchased for $73,000 after 
running a dead heat with Harvester iu the Derby, 
was the son of Rover, once considered a poor bar- 
gain at $260; and The Godolphin, whose progeny 
have won iiiillions of dollars, was rescued in Paris 
for a few dollars from the shafts of a watercart. 
Persimmon won for his royal owner the colossal 
sum of $173.6.30 in seven races. And Persimmon 
has not a few formidable rivals as a gold mine. 

Donovan won $27.3, (H)0 in stakes alone (more than 
his weight in gold) b«*fore he pa.ssed the winning 
post for the last time; Flying Fox enriched his 
owners to the extent of $200.(KH); Ayrshire won 
$173,000; La Fleche. $172,923; Orme and St. Fnis- 
((uin nearl.v $163,000 each; ^urefoo>t, $161,890; 
Gladiator. $1.3.3, .32.3, and Diamond Jubilee and Or- 
monde $188.(KK) between tliem. 

Here, then, they point out, are a dozen horses, 
including Isinglass, who collectively won in stakes 
alone a sum exceeding $2,220,000, representing an 
average of more than $183,000. Nor do these 
figures by any means represent the full value of 
these equine “gold mines,’’ for Flying Fox, after 
his racing days were over, was sold to M. Blanc for 
$196,873; Ormonde, for $136,230, and La Fleche 
brought $63,000 as a brood mare. 

To these sums should be added the amounts won 
by their sons and daughters and later progeny, if 
their full potential value is to be ascertained. 

Take St. Simon, for instance. In eleven seasons 
his sons and daughters won something like a quar- 
ter of a million in stakes. At the stud, and 
after a distinguished turf career, Blacklock sired 
no fewer than 123 winners, who secured stakes to 
the value of- ^-229.000; Hambletonian, who won the 
St. Leger and nineteen other races, was sire of 
144 winners of $190,300; and he was one of 109 
sons and daughters of King Fergus, who enriched 
their owners by $130,000 in days when money 
prizes were trivial indeed; while Canezou and her 
sons, Paletot, Fazzaletto and Cape Flyaway cap- 
tured no les.s than $123,900 among them. 

In seven years Isonoray’s progeny accumulated 
$777,690: Hampton’s $602,200, and (lalopin’s $620,- 
11.3; while - Hermit’s, some years ago, had won 
considerably over $1.730,000. ' 

It is tiins not surprising that any owners of race 
horses reap rich harvests on the turf. I.K>rd Fal- 
mouth had a tyrf career of unexampled prosi>erity, 
winning no less than $1,300,000 in stakes.
